For ‘tis evidene 
from what has been already explain’d, that in 
cafe a Comet_pafs'd behind the. Earth, tho’

XCII. In our Accounts of the Deluge and 
Conflagration, there is a mrable conjunction of 
the Heavenly Bodies indeed ; not fuch an Ima- 
ginary one as the sjfrelogers fo ridicuiuufly make 
a ftir about; the bare Pofition of two or more 
.of the Celeftial Bodies in or near the fame 
itreight Line, from the Eye of the Spectator, 
while they are at the molt remote Dillances 
from one another; which is a poor jejune thing 
indeed: Bura, real one witha Witnef; when 
three of the Heavenly Bodies, the Earth, the 
Moon, and the Comet, not only are in an A- 
ftrological Heliovenrick Conjunction, or only 
ftem to an Eye in thie Sun co be conjoynd 
rogemer, bur are really fo near as to have the 
mightyelt effects and Influences on one another 
poilible; which we have fulliciently hewn in 
the prefent Thury, and which does peculiarly 
correfpond to the FLaxmenon before us.
